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Environmental agency fines City of Elba $500 |Kinston youth dies in wreck 


The City of Elba has been fined 
$500 by the Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management 
(ADEM) for failure to properly close 
its construction/demolition debris 
(C&D) landfill and various viola- 
tions of state solid waste regulations, 
according to an administrative order 
issued June 24 by the state environ- 
mental agency. 

The permit for the Elba C&D 


landfill expired in March 1990, Clo- 
sure plans meeting applicable envi- 
ronmental standards were required to 
be submitted to ADEM for approval 
in a timely manner and implemented 
within a specified time frame. 

In addition, the city applied for 
and received a solid waste disposal 
permit for a C&D landfill at a differ- 
ent site in June 1995, but failed to 
comply with ADEM’s directive to 


close the old site and begin using the 
new one, 

In addition, the city has not, as re- 
quired, noted on the land deed for 
the property that it was once used as 
a solid waste disposal facility nor 
submitted a copy of the deed to 
ADEM. 

The order also cites a February 22 
inspection of the old site during 
which ADEM personnel observed

ADEM has received no response to 
this letter. 

In addition to payment of the fine 
within 30 days, the order requires 
that Elba properly close the facility 
within one month and immediately 
cease disposal of waste at the site 
and comply with all applicable solid 
waste regulations. 

ADEM assesses administration 
penalties based on the seriousness of 
the violations, the standard of care 
shown by the facility, any economic 
benefit of delayed compliance, pre- 
ventive efforts, compliance history 
and ability to pay a fine.

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GUEST EDITORIAL

Each year almost 1,000 
various bills are introduced 
in the Alabama Legislature. 
These bills may vary from 
major reforms, such as tort 
reform, education reform or 
other high profile issues, to 
less visible bills, such as lo- 
cal legislation. Usually less 
than ten percent of all bills 
introduced ever become law. 

This year fewer bills 
passed and were signed into 
law than in recent years. 
This was due to the fact that 
the Senate was held up for 
the first 26 days of the regu- 
lar session due to efforts to 
stop major reform of our 
consumer credit laws also 
known as the “minicode”. In 
an effort to protect the abil- 
ity of Alabamians to have af- 
fordable credit, it was imper- 
ative that this issue be 
addressed and, as you may 
remember from my column 
a few weeks ago, it was fi- 
nally addressed after the en- 
tire regular session was al- 
most lost due to efforts to 
kill this much needed leg- 
islation. 

Two bills supported by 
Governor James that did not 


pass during the 
regular session re- 
late to our election 
process. The two 
bills were  ba- 
sically simple, but 
got caught in the 
logjam that re- 
sulted from the ex- 
tended fight over 
the consumer cred- 
it legislation. The 
bills would require that vot- 
ers show identification be- 
fore voting. The second bill 
clarifies the controversy 
over absentee ballots. Due to 
action taken by the Alabama 
Supreme Court that said that 
absentee ballots should be 
counted as long as they were 
in “substantial compliance”, 
the entire absentee ballot is- 
sue has been a major con- 
troversy that has created a 
lot of confusion with voters. 
The second bill would help 
solve this problem by re- 
instating the law that re- 
quires all absentee ballots to 
be notarized or have the sig- 
nature of two witnesses. 
Since these two bills were 
not fully considered in the 
regular legislative session, 
the news out of Montgomery 
this week is that Governor 
James plans to call a special

Elba citizens must wonder what is 
the cause behind the increase in 
crime over the past five years. Crack 
cocaine pushers are on the streets, 
the crack houses, the parking lots, 
and anywhere else they can make a 
dollar. Crack has gone country. The 
drug that has been the scourge of the 
nation’s cities is now pervasive in 
the rural areas of the deep south, 
where bored and jobless young peo- 
ple have turned to crack for excite- 
ment. 

According to a recent DEA re- 
port, a combination of factors-- 
Saturated markets, low prices, vio- 
lent competition and/or effective po- 
lice pressure in major urban areas-- 
has forced some crack distribution 
groups, in conjunction with local 
gangs, to develop new markets in 
smaller towns like Elba. 

Law enforcement officials and so- 
cial workers will agree that the sud- 
den abundance of crack has destabi- 
lized many Coffee County families, 
and has led to a sharp increase in 
crime and reinforced a strain of ra- 
cism because it is perceived as a pre- 
dominantly black problem. 

Crack leads to burglaries, larce- 
nies, and auto thefts in our town and 
country. The users will steal things, 
sell things, buy crack, smoke it and 
Start all over again. 

The violence in Elba and the area 
was once confined to occasional 
crimes of passion, random stabbings, 
and brawls. Now, and within the last 
five years since crack was intro- 
duced here, there have been drive by 
shootings, and other violent drug re- 
lated incidents. I am sure Elba citi- 
zens can hear the discharging of fire- 
arms in the night coming from 
Mulberry Heights. Don’t you know 
the citizens that live there desperate- 
ly need protection. 

In Elba and Coffee County, 
where the rustling of a lone cow 
might ‘ave led the criminal docket 
ten years ago, there also has been a 


, sharp rise in burglaries. Bicycles and 


lawn mowers disappear from car- 
ports, stolen to pay for a $20.00 rock 
of crack and homes are looted of 
electrical goods that can be fenced. 

Crack cocaine is horrible. It’s the 
biggest problem we have. 

So many of our people are de- 
pressed. They smoke crack to get 
high and get their problems out of 
mind. Our city government, church- 
es, schools, and civic groups are go- 
ing to have to go all out with the citi- 
zens of this town to make a 
difference.

When Marshall Smith was head 
trainer at Troy State University in 
1984, he and two friends had a 
chance to tour many of the Olympic 
venues in Los Angeles. Now, Smith 
will be more than a tourist when the 
1996 Olympic Games begin next 
month in Atlanta. 

“I can remember walking up to 
the L.A. Coliseum and seeing the 
big wrought iron gates and the big 
statues and boxes and the big ramp 
where the guy runs up and lights the 
torch and I thought, ‘Man, if I ever 
get a chance to be a part of this, I 
won't miss it,’” Smith said. 

Beginning July 9, Smith, sports 
medicine director at Rehab Asso- 
ciates of Dothan, will travel with his 
family to his hometown of Atlanta 
for a month to be a volunteer trainer 
at the Olympic Games. As a volun- 
teer trainer, Smith was provided uni- 
forms and other clothing, a one 
month Marta pass, food and drinks 
on duty and a few other perks.

Beware of heat illness 
this summer 


by Sandra Coffey, County Agent-Coordinator 


With the return of hot weather, 
people should watch out for the 
warning signs of heat illness. One 
early sign of heat illness is the 
cramping of the flexor muscles in 
the arms and legs or abdominal mus- 
cles. 

Everyone should take precautions 
during periods of extreme tempera- 
ture and humidity because heat pros- 
tration or heat stroke can cause seri- 
ous illness or even death. 

To prevent yourself or others 
from falling victim to a heat illness, 
follow these simple guidelines. 

Respect the heat. Plan a work 
schedule for yourself and others that 
Starts early in the cooler part of the 
day. Allow frequent short breaks for 
cooling and fluid replenishment. 

Drink one-third more liquid than 
our thirst dictates. Strong tea, coffee, 
or colas may build up too much caf- 
feine and cause frequent urination. 
Natural juices, milk, soups, and di- 
luted-quenchers (mixed half with 
water) and frequent sips of water 
will do the job. 

One sign of dehydration is dark 
urine in small amounts, An adequate 
intake of fluids keeps the urine light 
colored. A well-balanced diet sup- 
plies essential protein, calories, vita- 
mins and minerals for muscle wear

and tear. Small frequent meals with 
plenty of fresh fruits, vegetables, 
diary products and poultry will result 
in safe potassium levels for heart and 
muscle activity. 

Salt tablets are not a substitute for 
a balanced diet. They may even 
damage delicate stomach linings and 
cause cramps. A handful of raisins 
has more energy and minerals than a 
salt table or a quart of thirst quench- 
er. 

Wear protective clothing. A 
loose, long-sleeved shirt and trou- 
sers reduce solar burn. A wide brim 
hat will help to keep the entire head 
cool. 

Be on the watch for early signs 
of heat illness. Headache, dizziness, 
confusion, slowed speech or reflex- 
es, unusual irritability, lack of con- 
centration, hot dry skin or lips, and 
dark concentrated urine are all early 
waring signs. 

Stop, rest and cool off regularly. 
If you don’t begin to feel better after 
resting and drinking additional 
fluids, see a doctor. 

Don’t give in to the heat. Lear 
to respect the heat and live with it. 
Remember, it takes two weeks for 
the body to become conditioned to 
periods of high temperature and hu- 
midity. 


One Time Farm Program sign-up ends July 12th 


Coffee County Director of the 
Farm Service Agency David Eaddy 
asked me to remind farmers of sign- 
up dates. We're getting into the 
short rows for enrollment in the 
1996 Farm Program. The one-time 
sign-up ends July 12. Producers 
who don’t enroll by then (except for 
those with ra | CRP contracts) 
will be ineligible for program pay- 
ments for the next seven years. 

Filing Requirements: Sign-up en- 
tails the completion of four forms: a 
Production Flexibility Contract 
(CCC-478), an Update for Farm Op- 
erating Plan for Payment Eligibility 
Review (CCC-502), a Highly Erodi- 
ble Land Conservation and Wetland 
Conservation Certificate (AD- 
1026), and a Voluntary Permanent 
Acreage Base/Contract Acreage Re- 
duction (CCC-505) only if the pro- 
ducer is enrolling less than 100% of 
the Crop Acreage Base. After an up- 
dated CCC-502 and AD-1026 are 
filed, producers will not ned to file 
these forms for the next six years 
unless their farm operation changes. 

Shares and Signatures: Producers 
will indicate on the CCC-478 the 
percentage share of each contract 
crop on the farm for each year the 
producer’s lease is in effect. All pro-

ducers sharing in payments must 
sign the contract. The owner’s sig- 
nature is required for a cash lease 
unless the entire farm excluding 
CRP land is being cash leased. 

Payments: At sign-up, FSA will 
give the farmer a Production Flexi- 
bility Worksheet (CCC-478B) 
showing the estimated payment 
ranges for each enrolled commodity 
for the 1996 through 2002 crop 
years for each farm. 

Producers who enroll in the pro- 
gram will receive a 50% Advance 
Payment for Fiscal Year 1996 with- 


in 30 days after the contract is ap- 
proved. Final payments will be made 
by September 30, 1996. Payments 
are on 85% of the contract acreage 
for enrolled crops. These payments 
are not tied to the target or market 
price. They are fixed, declining pay- 
ments, and the producer is not re- 
quired to make a refund solcly be- 
cause of high market prices. 

Planting Flexibility: Producers 
who enroll may elect to plant any 
crop on contract acreage with certain 
restrictions for fruits and vegetables. 

Crop Insurance: In order to partic- 
ipate in the 1996-2002 Farm Pro- 
gram, producers must either pur- 
chase a minimum level of crop 
insurance or sign a waiver of future 
disaster assistance. 

Contact your local Farm Service 
Agency for an enrollment appoint- 
ment or further details, 

Certification: Producers are re- 
quired to report crop acreage lo re- 
main eligible for the Non-Insured 
Assistance Program (NAP), FSA 
Marketing Loans and Loan Deficien- 
cy Payments (LDPs), the Peanut and 
Tobacco Programs, the Conservation 
Reserve Program (CRP), and if they 
have purchased Catastrophic Risk 
Protection Insurance (CAT) or en- 
rolled in the AMTA program and 
have planted fruits and vegetables. 

In addition, crop reporting is en- 
couraged for all producers because 
of future eligibility requirements.

Tips for preventing 
mildew growth 


by Angela Hughes, County Agent 


It’s that time again. Warm sum- 
mer months and high humidity--time 
for mildew to make an appearance in 
many homes. Mildew thrives on or- 
ganic materials such as paper, leath- 
er, natural fibers, or surfaces coated 
with the slightest amount of organic 
matter such as food, grease and soil. 

The optimal temperature range 
for mildew growth is 77-86 degrees 
Fahrenheit although growth can oc- 
cur anywhere between 32-95 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Mildew requires mois- 
ture and it thrives where the relative 
humidity is above 70%. While mil- 
dew growth is slow to start, after 
growth begins it grows rapidly. 

Prevention is the best medicine 
for mildew. Use exhaust fans in the 
kitchen when cooking and in bath- 
rooms during bathing or showering 
to get rid of excess moisture. After 


bathing or showering, wipe down the 
wet walls with a towel. 

In a closed area where air condi- 
tioning isn’t available, use a dehu- 
midifier to reduce humidity levels. 
However, the dehumidifier must be 
emptied often or drained by a hose 
into a drain, 

Never let damp or wet clothes lie 
around. Clean clothing before stor- 
ing because soiled clothes are more 
likely to mildew than clean ones. 

Remember, the two most effec- 
tive methods of avoiding mildew 
problems are keeping things clean 
and dry.

Suggestions for treating fire ANTS IN & - trecoste couny ramen Mar 
around the home

Fire ant control is a never-ending 
battle in Coffee County, but the 
common method of broadcast spray- 
ing is not recommended for fire ant 
control because only foraging ants 
are killed, leaving the qucen to pro- 
duce more ants. There are several 
methods that are more effective and 
efficient. 

Broadcast Treatments with Baits: 
Applying baits is very different from 
applying contact insecticides (dis- 
cussed below). In general, baits 
should be spread at a rate of 1 to 1.5 
pounds per acre. Always follow the 
label for the specific bait being ap- 
plied. The advantage to broadcast 
baiting is that you do not have to lo- 
cate individual mounds for treatment 
and this method results in a 90% re- 
duction of toxicant in the environ- 
ment when compared with general 
perimeter broadcast spray teat- 
ments. The disadvantage to broad- 
cast baiting is the difficulty of apply- 
ing one pound (a smail amount) of 
bait to one acre; however, it can be 
done with a hand-held seeder on 
home lawns. 

Mounds Treatments with Baits: If 
you only have a mound or two that 
needs treatment, sprinkle the bait 
around the base of the mound from 
one to three feet. Do not put the bait 
on the top of the mound. Placing bait 
on the top of the mound is analogous 
to pulling your groceries on your 
roof top. Do not stir up the mound; 
the queen will escape allowing her to 
reinfest the arca. 

Here are some general tips to suc- 
cessful baiting (broadcast or 
mound): 

When to bait? Do not apply im- 
mediately after or before a heavy 
rain, Apply baits in good weather, 
when ants are looking for food (i.e., 
when it is sunny and between 70° 
and 90° F). When baits are used in a

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broadcast fashion, they need not be 
spread in a perfectly uniform way 
because fire ants will aggressively 
seek the bait particles as food. 

Where to bait? Only lawns should 
be treated using broadcast tech- 
niques. The active ingredients in 
baits are not meant w be used in 
home gardens. 

What to use for baiting? Exam- 
ples of baits that are available to 
homeowners: 

Fire Ant Ender (Avermectin B;) 
and 

»Amdro (hydramethylnon) 

»Logic® and Award® (fenoxy- 
carb) are no longer available for 
homeowner use. 

Fire ant control using baits is 
longer lasting, but takes more time 
until control is achieved (about 2-10 
weeks depending on the circum- 
stances). Oftentimes, fire ant 
mounds require quick elimination 
because they are in areas where chil- 
dren play, for example. In these in- 
stances, mound treaument with con- 
tact insecticides is another option. 
There are several formulations and 
methods for treating with contact in- 
secticides, 

Mound treatments with contact 
insecticides using dusts: Generally, 
dusts should not be used on windy 
days or when the soil is excessively 
wet or dry. Dusts should be applied 
when ants are foraging, either in the 
mid-morning or late afternoon. Do 
not stir up the mound. Disturbances 
allow the queen to escape. Sprinkle 
insecticidal dust ON the mound. Fol- 
low label directions for exact 
amounts, 

»Orthene Fire Ant Killer (75%) 
(acephate)--DO NOT apply when 
ground is wet or just before rain. Do 
not water the powder into the 
ground. 

»Nor-Am Bendiocarb Homeown- 


er Dust (1%) (bendiocarb) 

»Sevin Dust (carbaryl) 

»Ortho-Klor Ant Killer Dust 
(chlorpyrifos) ; 

Mound treatments with contact 
insecticides using drenches: Lightly 
wet the top of the mound with insec- 
ticidal solution, and then treat about 
one foot round the perimeter of the 
mound. Finally, pour the remaining 
liquid on the top of the mound to 
break open the crust and drench the 
galleries, Do not stir up the mound. 
Disturbances allow the queen to es- 
cape. Follow label directions for ex- 
act amounts,

Avoid the blues 
when caring for 


whites

White is a favorite color during 
the summer. Its light, airy feel makes 
us feel cooler, but how do you han- 
dle those spots and stains? 

It's easy to keep white fabric 
clean and crisp through summer by 
following a few simple guidelines, 

Clothing made from cotton or lin- 
en will benefit from home launder- 
ing. Use some type of pretreat soil 
and stain remover according to di- 
rections on spots and heavily soiled 
areas. 

Sort the laundry so only white- 
colored clothing, tablecloths, nap- 
kins, and other items are washed to- 
gether, This will keep the whites 
from picking up dyes that can bleed 
from colored fabrics in wash water. 

Even some pastel (light) colors 
may give off enough dye in earl 
launderings to make whites look 
dingy. This is especially true of 
white nylon fabrics that have a ten- 
dency to pick up traces of dye in 
wash water, 

Follow fabric care instructions 
carefully, Loosely knit or woven fab- 
rics Or very sheer fabrics should be 
washed on a gentle cycle with deter- 
gent formulated for fine washables. 

Sturdy white fabrics (or tight! 
woven white fabrics) will benefit 
from the addition of liquid chlorine 
bleach to the wash. Do not use 
bleach on silks or woolens or on rust 
Stains, as bleach can set the stain. 
Follow instructions of the label care- 
fully. Liquid bleach whitens whites, 
helps remove soils and stains, disin- 
fects and deodorizes. Never un- 
diluted bleach directly onto habrics 

_ If you hang white garments and 
linens on the clothesline to dry, you 
can conserve energy and enjoy that 
fresh smell of line-dried laundry. 

When using a dryer, beware of 
overdrying, It can inérease shrink- 
age, especially in knits, and cause 
edges and corners of linens to curl 
making them hard to handle, After 
drying, remove any wrinkles with an 
iron using the correct setting indicat- 
rnd on the care label of the textile 
item.

Traveling Sales Crew-Check it out 


As summer approaches and 
schoois and colleges end classes, 
many young people are in the market 
for summer or possibly permanent 
jobs. A classified ad that reads, 
“travel the nation, high pay, all trans- 
portation and all expenses paid,” 
may seem too good to be tne, and it 
likely is. 

People placing such ads are usual- 
ly looking for teenagers and young 
adults to become part of the travel- 
ing sales crews that sell magazine 
subscriptions or cleaning fluid door 
to door across the country. In most 
cases, the employment ad does not 
give the name of the company or the 
nature of the work but merely lists a 
local phone number and the name of 
a recruiter. The job interview usually 
takes place in a local hotel, and if the 
young person accepts the job, he or 
she is asked to leave within hours to 
join a team of employees already in 
the field. 

Once on the job, the new employ- 
ee may find that the work involves 
extremely long hours, with early 
moming and late night meetings 
where sales pitches are rebearsed 
over and over, The living conditions 
are usually cramped and allow little 
personal freedom. Meals and person- 
al items must be bought with a night- 
ly dole. In some crews, employees 
do not receive pay checks; their 
eamings remain “on the books”. 
Their sales are credited to an account 
by the crew manager, who then may 
deduct hotel expenses, canceled or- 
ders, fines for “misconduct”, and the 
nightly allowance, Often employees 
end up in debt to the sales organiza- 
tion, Or so they are told, and there- 
fore are unable to leave if they want 
to, 

If you're considering working for 
a traveling sales crew, you should 
obtain the following in writing: 

*The name and address of the 
company; 

. ils about travel, food and 
housing, commission rates and bo- 
nus programs; 

*How much you will be paid and 
who keeps track of your account; 

*How you can be reached by your 
family and friends; and
